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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the grounds of rejection based on Kinard et al 
relied on those portions of Kinard et al which do not require the prepared solution to be heated over night to reduce the water content 
below 0.1 wt% (1000 ppm). Example 4 of Kinard et al provided anodizing with a freshly prepared solution which would have included 
several thousands ppm of water (i.e.-within the presently claimed range). Although Kinard et al teaches certain advantages to using low 
water content (less than 1000 ppm), Kinard et al still teaches the anodization within solutions containing more than 1000 ppm water. It 
should be noted that Kinard et al teach (see col. 8, lines 60-64) that freshly prepared solutions contained approximately 3000ppm of water 
due to mere exposure to air. Regarding Applicant's argmuents with respect to the combination of Kinard et al with Ball et al, the teachings 
of Ball et al relating to the pre-hydrating step are independent of what electrolyte was used for the anodizing step. The pre-hydrating step 
was needed for forming thick anodized layer/.
